The at- 
tack was on a front of something like twenty 
klometres, from Morlancourt .to Montdidier. 
We have just been in communication on the 
telephone with Headquarters, and the result 
will give satisfaction to every member. They 
had obtained at 3 o'clock all the points théy 
had set before them as their objectives when 
the attack began. At that hour we had 
already captured upwards of a hundred guns, 
and 7,000 prisopers are already in the cages. 
(Cheers.) So far as I can judge from ex- 
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its strategic importance is obvious to everybody. 
I do not desire in any way to cxaggerate the 
importance of this achievement It is 
possible--it is regarded as probable—that the 
Germans, on account of previous attacks. had 
intended to retire, but
